New Memorial Library 
Are Broken

Nine hundred and five new books | 


will be added to the new Chaffey ! 
Memorial library next week, ac- | 
cording to the yearly report of Mrs. ! 
Verna E. Clapp, head librarian, 
which will be presented to Super- 
intendent Gardiner W. Spring next ; 
week. This is an increase over | 
the year 1934-1935, when 766 new | 
books were purchased. 

These books will represent an 
expenditure of approximately 
$1,000, which was provided for in 
the budget of the year just com- 
pleted. Two girls in charge oY 
Miss Adaline Nyberg will be | 
ployed ina WPA project for which 
$220 has been appropriated, in cat- 
aloging and placing the books on 
the shelves to be used next year. 

Indications that the new  li- 
brary, which was completed at the; 








will goon have to be enlarged are 
seen in the number of  stu- 
dents who have been using the 
facilities there. AS an illustration, ! 
the junior college reading ee | 
seats 136 and last year Miss Ny-| 
berg counted as many as 153 stu- 
dents in the room during one pet | 
iod. | 

Attendance at the new library 
this year has eclipsed by far any 
preceding year, the report shows. 
During the year 1935-36 an at-| 
tendance of 157,370 teachers and 
students used the library, while in, 
1934-35, 112,108 persons were tab-' 
ulated. This shows a gain of more 
than one-third, or 45,262. | 

During the past year the 27,000 | 
books that have been in the li- 
brary had a total circulation of 
85,595 times, an increases of 9,932 | 
over the 75,673 .of the year 1934- | 
35. These figures include both the 
high school and junior college di- 
visions. 

Figures for the junior college 
reading room, compiled by Miss 
Nyberg, show that the majority | 
of reference work done in the li-, 
prary is by junior college students, } 
which never in the past years has 
been the case. The year just com- 
pleted showed an attendance of ' 
87,363 by jaysee students, nearly | 
20,000 more than the year precced- | 
ing, when 67,823 were counted. 

Persons wishing to use the li-} 
brary during the summer may do,' 
so on any week day, as there will | 
be someone there at all times cat-: 
aloging the new books. Whether 
the request for the appropriation | 
for the six girls who assisted in 
the library under the WPA the | 
past year will be approved for 
next year is not as yet officially 
known, but unofficial word from ;

LIBRARY OPENINGS 


Board Will] Consider Plan and 
Present Findings to 
City Council 

















A proposal to keep ‘the Upland 
public library open three hours 
in the morning during each week 
will be discussed by the library 
board at théir next monthly 
meeting, July 9, according to 
Mrs.: F, H. Manker, librarian. 

“We feel that many people will 
be benefitted by the increased 
service that will be available by 
morning opening,” says Mrs. 
Manker. “Many women come 
down town to do their shopping 
in the morning and are denied 
the library privileges because it 
is not open. People who are em- 
ployed in the citrus houses and 
other industries would then’ have 
use of the library during their 
noon hour.’ 

The cost of operating the li- 
brary during the morning would 
be ‘only $300 per year for the 
three additional hours. This 
would be divided $225 for salaries 
of assistants, and $25 for light 
and heat. If the library board 
feels such an expansion is feasi- 
ble, they will present the idea to 
the city council. The librarian 
pointed out that the Upland = 
brary is the only library in Cali- 
fornia of this size and represent- | 
ing a community of this popula- 
tion that is not open in the morn- 
ings.
